It ts fortunate for the people of 
the United States, and fortunate for 
their government, that William How- 
ard Taft is President of the repub- 
lic, agrees the Chief Executive is a 
great constitutional lawyer, a man 
high ideals and __ patriotic 
fortunate for all of us at this junc- 
ture, because this splendid lawyer wand 
experienced jurist ‘will be obliged to 


reconstruct the Supreme Court of the M 


United States during his term of of- 
fice. He is now reconstructing it. 
‘There are nine Justices in our Su- 
preme Cuurt. President Taft now has 
the appointment of one-third of the 
court; two Associate Justices in the 
places of Justices Brewer and Moody, 
and one Chief Justice in the place of 
the late, Melville W. Fuller. It is 
fortunate that the President 


pointments is peculiarly and excep- 
tionally well qualified for tha - 
people of this republic, as a 
mass, usually do the right thing. They 
seldom make mistakes. Without any 
partisan purpose, and without intend- 
reflections of an ad- 
nature, e writer calls atten- 
tion to the fact that William Jennings 
Bryan is not a great constitutional 
lawyer and is not an experienced 
jurist. If the I nc had placed that 
man in the te House, it is most 
the Supreme Court va- 
canies would be filled with political a

That President Taft may be ex- 
pected to make other appointments, 
follows from reading of the Book of 
Nature; because Associate Justice 
Harlan (a great jurist) is now in his 
78th year; and therefore cannot be 
expected to remain in active service 
for another three years. Another As- 
sociate Justice lacks robust health. 
And so it will seem likely that Presi- 
dent Taft will have the duty of ap- 
pointing five of the nine members 92f 
the Supreme Court—a majority of the 
great judicial body; and thus will fal! 
to him the let of actually reconstruct- 
ing the court—an important patriotic 
duty which is not likely to fall upon 
the shoulders of another t for 
many years to come, if ever, 

The room of the Supreme Court Is 
in the Capitol, just north of the ro- 
tunda. It is a semi-circular chamber 
seventy-five feet In length and forty- 
five feet in width. This was the orig- 
inal Senate chamber, and was occu- 
pied by the Senate from the year 1300 
to 1858, excepting for a short period 


Capitol by British vandals. The court- 
room is one of the most interesting 
of the historic rooms in the Capitol. 
In this room President Jefferson was 
twice Inaugurated, receiving the oath 
of office from Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall. ; In this room, when it was the 
Senate chamber, the Senate confirmed 
the treaty with Napoleon the First.

\Public-Spirited Plan for a New Manufacturing District, 
. Indorsed by the Property-Owners, Meets an 
Obstacle in the City Council. , 


A GREAT, progressive city, with more than 300,000 inhgbitants, 3000 manufacturing institu- 
: tions in operation, having an estimated output this year worth $100,000,000, Los Angeles 
stands high among the industrial centers of the country. The unofficial figures of the Federal 
manufacturing census, printed in The Times last Supday, have attracted wide interest and given 
renewed impetus to the development movement. But there is a paradoxical condition 
here which, needs remedying. While Los Angeles is constantly bidding for more factories, more 
capital, more employment and more business, its City Council and some other influences are 
discouraging further industrial enterprise. 
Every industrial project, large or small, meets with opposition in some quarter, unless it 
confines itself to that cramped part of town already full of manufacturing plants. Objection is 
raised against granting an engine permit because machinery makes noise, or some other point 
is brought up to quibble about—always there is some sort of discouragement. A project to open 
up a new district to factories wishing to locate here, favored by the property owners of a South 
Side locality aud approved by the special committee representing the public organizations, has 
just been discouraged by the Council. The petition was barely rescued from final negative action 
at the last Council meeting. The Board of Public Works has approved the new district. 
“Los Angeles has adopted the policy of segregating its industrial and residence districts.
